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Ten Captc-rr or Pi hkla. — We can no lon- 
ger doubt that tho Mexicans hare been defeat- 
ed in consequence of tho failure of supplies 
nr.d Riuiuunition. The circumstances attend- 
ing the surrender of Puebla are, however, 
somewhat dilitrent from the previous French 
account. It appears that on the 17th ult. Gen. 
Forey sent a flag of truce to the Mexicin com- 
mander, Ortega, offering to allow the officers 
and soldiers to march out — the officers with 
their bide arms — provided they would give 
their parole not to serve against the French 
again. This was declined by Gen. Ortega, 
■who, in a starving condition, spiked his can- 
non, burnt his gun-carriage*, destroyed the 
aims of the infantry, and surrendered his ar- 
my prisoners of war. Several of the Mexican 
efficers, preferring death to a surrender, com- 
mitted suicide by shooting themselves. Such 
is the tragic sequel to the remarkable and gal- 
lant defence of Puebla. It appears, moreover, 
that the fall of Puebla has had the effect to 
arouse the feelings of the Mexicans against 
tLe French to the highest degree of exaspera- 
tion. All Frenchmen in the city of Mexico 
have been oidt-red to leave within eight days. 
The Mexicans are determined to defend the 
approaches to their capital to the last. 

Though the French have captured Puebla, 
it is evident, as the -Vew York Times says, that 
the great struggle has but just commenced. 
As the French proceed toward tho capital 
they move further from their base of sup- 
plies, and the advantages of the defenders 
of the country will increase as those of the 
invaders diminish. The city of Mexico is 
capable of much greater defence than Puebla. 
A year has been »pent in preparations for the 
sssault. The three main causeways by which 
the city is approached, can be flooded, if need 
be, Hie rows of beautiful trees which surround 
the city have been cut down and turned into 
barricades, and every means which engineer- 
ing skill could devise have been brought to 
bear to render the capital of the Mexican Re- 
public impregnable. Comonfort and his army 
arc still at large, and though it is stated that 
Ortega blames the ex-President for not cut- 
tirg his way through and relieving him, he 
will, in all probability, yet play an important 
pt»rt in the defence of Mexico. Another Mex- 
ican army will be quickly improvised, and if 
guerilla bands do not seriou.-ly retard the 
movement of the French toward the capital, 
there will be another siege by the French, an- 
other heroic, and perhaps, this time, successful 
defence on the part of the Mexicans.

The characters are drawn 
with remarkable force and skill, the plot i3 of 
deep and absorbing interest, and the dialogue 
exhibits an intimate acquaintance with Eng- 
lUh literature nnd a delicate critical appre- 
ciation of many of the great writers of 
the past and present generations. The intel- 
lectual merits of Etna Vandemir will com- 
mend it to the appreciation of readors 
pf intelligence while the casual seeker ater 
Tjicitement will find in its story of heart trials 
rxuch to amuse, interest, and excite. The 
garnered wealth of a wel!-3tored mind, and 
titbits of careful observation of character and 
the springs of human action, five unusual 
interest to th;3 volume. It contains no sickly 
sentimentality, but its thoughts are all pure, 
elevated, and rt lined. Mrs. Hancock h-13 an 
autistic eye for the beauties of nature and her 
word paintings and descriptions of the lovely 
suburban scenery of Louisville are graphic in 
the extreme, while her limning of the personal 
traits of the actors in her drama of life ex- 
hibits a knowledge of the human heart, its 
impulses and workings, which i3 very 
■unusual in one of her sex. To the do- 
mestic story of her romance, she has most 
skilfully linked an episode of our civil war 
i)y which she is enabled to give a charming 
local interest to her work. The ljth Ken- 
tucky, "the orphan regiment," the trip of the 
steamer E. H. Fairchild on her errand of mer- 
cy after the terrible battle of Shiloh, and other 
well remembered incidents, are introduced, 
and give a rrai«efni>tur>c« to the fiction, caus- 
ing it to read as if it were a narrative of the 
■war or a biography of its brave soldiers. The 
neutrality of our State is patriotically defend- 
ed and proudly explained, while the horrora 
of the fratricidal itrife, the terrible sundering 
of friendly lies, the breaking hearts caused by 
the divisions of families are painfully de- 
picted. Facts and fiction are so skilfully 
interspersed that it becomes difficult to realiie 
that Etna, Howard Lorraine, the Hastings, 
Bmerson, Mabel Winchester, Mellie, and the 
other ideal personages are not as real characters 
as Colonel Curran Pope, or that the pic- 
tured home at "Wilton" has not a geographic 
locality as well as Shiloh, or the "Headquar-^ 
ters of the Cumberland." If the design of 
this work had been simply of a political char- 
acter, through which the principles of seces- 
sion might be discussed, and arguments arrayed 
Cii both sides of the fearful questions involved 
in "Southern Rights," Mrs. Hancock wonld 
have achieved a great triumph in her mode of 
handling it. But 6be is aleo imbued with a 
deep aesthetic appreciation of the beautiful in 
life and character; she has studied the 
mysteries of that great problem "woman's 
heart," and writes with wonderful vigor 
and intensity. "Etna Vandemir" would bo a 
success were it the work of an old and expe- 
rienced author, but when we consider that it 
is the first outgush from a heretofore sealed 
fountain of intellect and imagination, the tri- 
amrli is as marked as it is complete. This ro- 
mance is thoroughly a narrative of Kentucky, 
though its sceues are shifted to different 
parts of our own country and outre- 
mer. It should be extensively read by 
Kentuckians, not merely for it3 instrinsic 
merits, but for the sake of stimalating tho 
ambition of the author, and encouraging her 
to other attempts in the field of charming fic- 
tion. We can most heartily commend "Etna 
Vandemir" to the reading world; its interest 
is intense, its moral object pure and elevated, 
"nd its literary beantiee are studded as bright- 
ly and thickly as the stars in the clear ex- 
panse of a cloudless winter sky. The work 
is for sale at our principal bookstores, aud we 
hope soon to hear that a second edition has 
been called for, when Mr3. Hancock's publish- 
ers will take care that somo inexcusable typo- 
graphical errors in the present edition arc cor- 
rected.

Camp Sbackklford, Hopkiksvii-li, Kt., > 
June 8th, 18G3. J 

Having furnished you a letter from this place 
some timegjgo, which had reference altogether 
to goneral matters, I proceed now quite differ- 
ently to furnish you one that shall be some- 
what specific. 

Deeming it necessary to come to a good po- 
litical understanding, I would senter tionsly 
remark (by way of introduction), that I am 
no abolitionist Oh! bnt you are, says the 
Southern man, or else you wouldn't be in the 
Federal army. Not sol Says the abolitionist 
aside: You are but truckling to our designs, 
sir. I give that the lie. Says the true Union 
man: You aro for that which is grand, glori- 
ous, and beautiful. You are not for blighting 
the hopes of the down-trodden and oppressed 
of the earth, hut for preserving the ark of fu- 
ture safety and refuge to unborn millions. 
You are, in fact, for restoring the lustre to the 
most brilliant gem that ever adorned the bo- 
som of the eerth. Remember that Greece, 
Rome, Venice, and Genoa failed. It this, the 
tilth trial, fails, man must shudder, and sink 
into political darkness, without a hope to 
illumine his ooul, or energize his faculties ever 
sgain. Otherwise, tottering thrones will crash 
at your feet, lineal aistinctions will be cut 
short, and all societies, large and sm .ill, will 
b* reduced to an honest level. 

The country is not prepared for abolition, 
unless yeiu would perpetrate an injustice to a 
cIhss or section, the evil consequences of 
which would live tor eenturies afterward. 
Suppose we look into these abolition meas- 
ures a moment. First, free the negroes South, 
letting them remain there, what would the 
consequenets be? Years of tragedy and 
bloodshed. The negro and white man array- 
ed in deadly hostility to each other, with a 
rulhless soldiery to hold them in check — and 
they for the most part on the side of the ne- 
gro, or in all probability negro soldiers — thus 
rendering the contest about equal, aud of al- 
most t ndless duration, too horrible to relate 
with tongue or chronicle with pen. Is this 
just? Is it at all right? Will this benefit the 
nation? Will it restore the Union, with its 
fotiner faith and unity, the object of the na- 
tion^ deepest solicitude? lha answer is 
plain. 

Do they want h'm in the northwest? Have 
they p.ny use for him there? No; for 
they have seen since h<i cannot be an equal 
number of society, a ligament, he mu3t be a 
tax burden or nu sauce; consequently they 
don't want him. 

H#w, and by whom, is he to be received in 
the New England States? By the rich class, 
chiefly the manufactiirers,who have the capital 
in hand, and whc6e circumstances can hardly be 
changed, if at all, by any alterations of society. 
These are the men that would sftal the negro, 
or forcibly dispossess tho Santhern people, in 
order to introduce him there, in direct compe- 
tition with the poor man, destroying the bal- 
ance of laber against capital that there exiscs 
(which evtn now is hardly fair for the laborer), 
and ps fitmly seating the property holder in 
his possession as the laws of entail would. 
This is a deadlier aim at the institutions and 
interests of freedom than the South has ever 
made, no matter how high or bold her stroke. 
Beceuse it is more insidious — hidden from the 
people around — and could not butrosultiu the 
oppression of that class of people (the laboring 
class), a nation's pride at all times, its secu- 
rity in times of danger, its bone and sinew, its 
existence. 

These are the men, too, that came to the 
support of that abomination abolitionism, 
when but a fanatical idea, and regarded by 
the nation as a mere humbug, which proved 
to be one of the greatest curses that ever vis- 
isted any nation during the history of the 
world, simply, by those men giving it thesup- 
ftort of their influence and means 03 a mere 
sjeeulating adventure. 

Ihe question arises whether this abnormal 
condition would benefit the negro or not? I 
am of opinion it wouldn't. For when he 
became the immediate object of their pity 
and charity, they both would take to flight. 

How else is he to go there but as an alto- 
gether dependent being. If he evei 1 does he'll 
discover that he bad better trusted himscif else- 
y here than in lbs hands of those lynxeycd 
monslris of mammon. If there is a dollar 
to be made anywhere they will see it. They 
have the whole United States as a speculating 
basis; pnd the breath of these speculators has 
the smell of every commodity that ever gave 
sustenance or comfort to civilized man. If 
one cf tbe« should ever get to Heaven, he 
will doit in a speculating way, aiming to 
cheat God out of his salvation; and on enter- 
ing tho streets of the New Jerusalem he will 
have a constant guard, in order to keep him 
from pocketing those pavement stones which 
are said to be made of gold. Yankee wit 
seems tesmeil of money. 

I have heard seme propose to send them 
West. These constitute a large cias3 of them, 
and are men that know something more of 
the negro than their fanatical brothers, and 
don t care about assimilating with thetn. 
They propose to send them West and drive 
theui before the march of civilization until 
they ate engulptied in oblivion or driven 
into the Pacific Ocean in company with thoir 
ccmpcer for unfittedness in society, the Indiau. 
This class r.rgue, that, if the South were de- 
prived of her slaves, she would dismiss that 
enervating influence that slavery fosters and 
is at enmity w ith the Spirit of publij im- 
Jjove-njtutf. These egotists would have tho 
bt tub to shske off the incubus of slavery 
and join in the march to that perfec- 
tion in society that they are pleased 
to dictate, r«gard!ess of climate, epidemics, 
ar.d tho nature of the soil, with its produc- 
tioLS. The negro was very necessary at first, 
in the clearing up of those fenny, buggy for- 
ests with a sultry climate full of epidemics, 
rendered so by a never failing miasma, very 
dangerous to the health or constitution of any 
white mon that would brave the terrors of 
such a climate in order to bring forth those 
products that have been of such great use to 
society in general. Would it bs treating 
mankind with that consideration that ia ex- 
pected of ns, as a free and a liberal people, 
thus to deprive the South of that labor, that 
is totally necessary to the bringing forth of 
those productions that have given employment 
to such a large class of men, especially the 
poor of England, and furnish comforts that 
wtuld be bard to do without to the whole 
commercial world? 

Would it be right either to emasculate the 
South in this manner, when wc wish and can 
restore ber to the Union unimpaired, with the 
same brotherly love we had before? When, 
if we did this, we might have hanging on our 
hards a useless member of the Union, arising 
frem a non-cultivation of the soil. Oh! but 
you say the Irish and Dutch can come in their 
place. The hardy son of Erin and the fair 
German would wilt away in such a climate, 
or the epidemics at times would sweep 
thtm from the face of the earth as fire 
does the dry and parched grass of the wild 
prairies. It is true they might cultivate 
the soil with some success, but not with 
the same the negro does. Greater dangers, 
too, would attend the white laborer than those 
I have immediately mentioned, should he go 
there as a substitute for the black. Further- 
more, having deprived the South of her slaves 
through means of violence and injustice yet 
urknown to us, how much greater would be 
the icBistance made by her, maddened to des- 
leration, in the full conviction that she was 
fighting, not only for her rights, but her ex- 
istence as a people? 

Consequently a great deal more of blood 
and treasure would be expended than was 
nectssaty, all to purposes that would prove 
rather a curse than a blessing, when we 
k now the Southei n masses have been deceived, 
and are now so entangled in the meshes of a 
rt I el despotism that they could not, if they 
wcu'd, come back into the Union, and we 
only have to restore ber to the Union with 
every right she formerly possessed to make 
her as true and as faithful as ever, not for- 
getting to punish these traitor leaders as their 
crimes deserve; thus restoring right by doing 
right not nurturing wrong by our own acts 
of injustice. 

And again, would such a measure as is pro- 
posed be treating the negro with humanity 
and the consideration he deserves? But such 
will not be the case. I only argue to show 
the radicals their error. If the negro is freed, the 
Scnth either has to hold him, or the North re- 
ceive him. There may be classed with these 
those tbat are for transportation beyond the 
borders of the United States. Thi3 plan has 
been scouted long ago for the utter want of 
ct mmon sense. In fact it never entered tho 
braiu of the real abolitionist. 

The fanatical class" are the la3tthat I am to 
speak of. I find, too, that they are the most 
difficult to mention, from the fact they are 
the least worthy of it. You will find a great 
many of these classed with those I have for- 
merly mentioned; but the most of them are 
head and shoulders above their brother aboli- 
tionists in political seal, which amounts to a 
monomania, and would override all obstacles 
of principle, truth, honor, and justice, in order, 
to accomplish their designs. They would di- 
vide this Union into two republics, despotisms 
inevitably resulting in both, which is the 
# worst they could do, and in short, without 
enumeration, they would do anything. 

Now what is tho use of all thi3? Why 
check the growth of this Republic in the 
prime pnd lustre of its youth? Why look 
with withering contempt upon such a govern- 
ment — the essence of the experience of man 
siLce the world began? Would you mali- 
ciously destroy such a vast and beautiful her- 
itage? I hope not. 

Grant that thee are things tbat do not suit 
you. Oh! but they are seriou3 ones, you say ; 
mainly, the pretence of a free government 
here, not with slavery in it as a consequence; 
but distinctly classed, spoken of as slaves, and 
treated as tucn. 



I will not argue to the extent sufficient to 
show that there is a species of slavery existing 
with you, tbat all men acknowledge (because 
unavoidable), that is constantly growing more 
oppressive, while that of the negro is amelio- 
rating. 

This is a curious assertion, but the reason is 
plain. The taking of the negro from the 
jungles of his native Africa, where he was of 
no manner of as*, and placing him here as a 
substitute for the white laborer, was outside 
of anything the world had ever seen. This 
grafting process, without a precedent, aston- 
ished all men, and our colonial fathers, not 
knowing how to receive the negro but as a 
slave, being disgusted also with his ignorance 
and loathsome appearance, met by deputation 
and offered a protest against the shipping of 
any more to the American shores, which 
was of no uvail. This new phase in tociety 
caused men of learning and curiosity to watch 
its progress and, if possible, foreseo events 
cs a termination. Not having statistics to 
show the advuitage of slave labor, they op- 
posed it; not taking into consideration the 
uselessnees of the negro, not only to himself 
and race but to the whole human rat e, re- 
maining as he was in idleness. Placed here, 
he was a decided advantage to himself and 
people and also to civilized society, by bein? 
made useful; when, as he was, he would 
hardly bestir himself to escape the hungry 
jaws of the wild beasts that infested his native 
wilds. 

Neither did they consider the disadvan- 
tages of a climate fruitful with diseases, under 
which awbiteman would have to labor. The 
negro being used to it for ages could stand it 
better. 

But let this be as it may, it went from indi- 
viduals to nations, it was then declared not 
only to be subversive of the higher law of right 
and freedom, but was opposed by a law of na- 
tions. It is this outside pressure, tbat is be- 
coming mightier every day, that has a tenden- 
cy gradually to ameliorate tho condition of 
the negro. 

In case that things are left to continue in 
their channel, and the natural law that is at 
work r.ot foolishly put aside by our own peo- 
ple, the institution of negro slavery will pas3 
away as quietly as it was introduced. 

Otherwise, you know what will be the re- 
sult — a serious check to our national growth, 
and pt-i baps an ebd to the republic forever. 
When we come to look at this institution in 
this light, w e cannot but reganl it as a new 
embellishment that adds increased lustre to 
the great national purpose for which our 
government was created. The finger of God 
seems to have been in this work. 

So let us join in the restoration of the Union 
with its former faith and unity. Tpat we can, 
tbat we must accomplish. For sectional poli- 
cy will create division in the North (which is 
bt coming more evident every day) until the 
differences will become so great that a unity 
of purpose will be lost sight of altogether. 
As a consequence, nothing can be effscted. 
Our affairs will become more involved every 
day. Finally, Eome European power or pow- 
trswill introduce themselves in conjunction 
with the South, and settle our difficulty tor 
us. How? By our Union being broken into 
fragment", and inevitably thrown into the 
opt n road tbat led to the end of Grecian his- 
tory. Suppose now we leave God to do with 
this institution. As he in his infinite provi- 
dence introduced it, he will dispose of it as he 
pleases. And we will join hands in good 
faith, and raise one shout — the Union, we ll 
have it as it was — now, once, and forever.

Ghxtliuik: The people of this portion of

Green, and Larue. I apprehend (hUmostof 
the remaining counties of the district will do 
likewise, securing the election of Mr. Har- 
ding beyond all doubt, and that by a decisive 
and telling majority. 

By the way. Captain Heady spoko at Pit- 
mansvilc, in this county, last Saturday, to the 
few Eectssion sympathizers of the election 
precinct and a few Union men who wrre pres- 
ent through curiosity to hear what the Cap- 
tain bad to say in defence of his extraordin- 
ary political ccurse siuce h s announcement 
as a candidate for Congress, "subject to the 
decision of the Lebanon Convention," which 
he subsequently repudiated, becau e, ho said, 
the "carets were stocked for another man.'' He 
declined going before the Convention be- 
cause letter-writers in the Jonrnal had so 
misrepresented his position as to forbid 
all bope cf a nomination by that body, 
« bicb, in the estimation of tho gallant 
Captain, degenerated into a contemptible 
eaucus or junto, since he announced tbat 
his "name would not go before the Leb- 
anon Cocve ntion." This is a novel as well as a 
very funny reason. Why did not "Truth" and 
"Hlstoiy ' and the rest of 'em fall to writing 
for their friend and rescue him from the h >nds 
of the remorseless "Fuller? ' and why did 
rot. Captain Heady speak and write, himself? 
The press was free tor one side as well as the 
other? Why did not thos» veracious corres- 
pondents, "Truth" and "History," write be- 
fore as well as after (he Convention, repelling 
the assaults of the Captain s political assail- 
ants and setting hira fairly and squarely before 
the Convention? But the truth is, the Cap- 
tain never had ajy chance for a nomination 
by the Union men of the district, not for the 
reasons given by him, but for the good aud 
sufficient reason that the position he assumed 
on the war question was no better than sub- 
mission to the rebellion, to which the district 
is unalterably opposed. 

Caplein Heady took occasion to abuse in 
coarse terms the Lebanon Convention, stig- 
matizing several of the delegates, and persist- 
ing in the stale and exploded charge, that it 
was composed of only thirty or forty dele- 
gates who were old Know Nothings, broken 
down politicians, ,vc. The truth is, and the 
Captain knows it, that there was more dele- 
gates than thirty, or forty either, in the con- 
vention from Taylor county alone, and 1 un- 
dertake to say tbat two thirds of them are old 
line Democrats, that there was at least two 
hundred delegates in all, and that the conven- 
tion did repiesent the district fairly by nomi- 
nating Mr. Harding, and that they would 
have wofully misrepresented it by noiniui- 
tiDg Capt. Heady. 

The Captain is particularly muddy and 
misty on the war question — on the question 
of supplies of men aud money to prosecute 
the war. At Camp'oellsville a few weeks ago 
he was understood to say that be was oppo3ed 
to voting another man or another dollar un- 
less the President would couform to his plan 
of conducting the war; at Pitmtosville he 
took no position at all, further than that hu 
would "wrestle" with the abolitiouist», and 
that if tbey didn't fall he would, or that in ef- 
fect. In anetcer to a qutttion he wcu forced to ac- 
knowledge that he Jul not agree with th' Louit- 
viitt Democrat on the question of men and mo- 
ney. What will Mr. Harney say now in re- 
gard to his quondam friend, who has so uncer- 
emoniously cat loose from him on the main 
question, aud what will the Captain do fjr an 
organ? The fact is, in the latter gentleman's 
explorations around the District he has dis- 
covered that the doctrine of cutting off the 
supplies, and virtually submitting to the re- 
bellion, is not popular, and hence his 
change of position on this subject a changet, 
however, that will do him no go>d, for in Mr. 
Harding ti e people have a thorough and relia- 
ble Unionist from the beginning, and one whi 
will exert his great talents in opposing seces- 
sion and abolitionism alike, and who they will 
elect by a large majority over all opposition. 

The ' once urbane and courteous Captain 
seems to have lost bis temper and equilibrium 
altogether. He berated the Journal, the let- 
ter-writers, the Convention, everything; 
thinks there is a cOHspiraey to " write him 
down" by misrepresentation and abuse, and 
will have none of it. His whole speech was a 
violent end unnecessary outburst of pa-sionate 
abuse on his own part, however, of all who 
did not agree with him in his notions about the 
policy of the war. At heart there i3 no better 
or more generous man than Capt Heady, and 
it is to be regretted that he has thrown him- 
self into a position that can result in nothing, 
as far as he is concerned, but inevitable morti- 
fication and defeat UNION.

AFFAlliS IN SIMPSON COONTT. 

Franklin, Kt., June 11th, 1863. 
This county having been less guarded has 
been, nntil lately, more exposed to rebel guer- 
illa raids than any other on the line of the 
railroad. The resuit was that railroad-destroy- 
ers and rebel horse thi-ves have olied their ro- 
tation illustriously, and, as to horse stealing, 
pretty successfully. Until some five weeks 
Bince, no soldiery have been stationed hero for 
almost twelve months. Under the efficient ad- 
ministration of Gen. Judah, at Bowling Green, 
and of Capt. B. F. Johnson, who for a few 
weeks past has commanded a body of troops 
stationed here, we feel ihat the day of deliver- 
ance has dawned to the Union citizens of this 
regie n of country. The command of Captain 
Johnson are Ktutuckiaas, a portion of them 
the 8th Kentucky cavalry, and a porliou the 
34th Kentucky infantry. It would be hard to 
find a body ot the same number ot men more 
orderly, decorous, or well behaved. They are 
tflicitntin the discbarge of their duties. Capt. 
JobcsorJis kind, but vigilant, and deals with 
treason as a crime to be encountered and 
flushed speedily and unsparingly. Lieut. 
Murrell, Provott Marshal, always at his 
post, treats all properly, but manifests that 
nice discrirainatiou so necessary to meet 
pioperly all the various cases and ques- 
tions coming bifcre him. Captain* Morrow 
end Coward, Lieuts. Ahbat, Cramlal, anl 
Buckner, have proved themselves truly effi- 
cient in their spheres as commanders. We do 
not intend, by mentioning a portion of the 
commnrd, any disparagement of others, either 
officers or soldiers, for they have, by their gen- 
tlemanly bearing and deportment, already 
established an enviable reputation iu this com- 
munity. 

TLe rebels in this county are learning that 
they must either be loyal or act so. The nu- 
merous military arrests and punishments here 
prove to tkini that the military authorities 
are in earnest — that loyal rit zens shall be pro- 
tected, and active rebels punished. Tfbe en- 
fcicement of one of Gen. Judah's wholesome 
crdeis, tbat of inquiring rebels to make up 
the losses of Union citizens, sustained by the 
incursion of horse thieves, will, we think 
have a salutary effect. 

You like short article*. We felt it our duty 
to say a word in comme ndatiou of the little 
band of brave efficers and soldiers stationed 
bere, who are emphatically the right men in 
the right place, some of whom reside ia your 
city. Wc are proud to know that they are 
appreciated and kindly treated by the citizens 
here, and we bope, when the war is over and 
the Union restored, the remembrance of 
officers, soldiers, and citizens ot the 
times and dpys. of our mixing and com- 
miriglirg will be pleasant and without al- 
loy. Captain Johnson, whose time of enlist- 
ment will scon expire, will raise a regiment 
for the service under the recent act of Con- 
gress, and wc know of no person who would 
make a more efficient regimental commander. 
May the war soon cease, the rebellion be 
ciushed, and nrace restored throughout the 
length and breadth of the land; a peace, how- 
ever, tbat leaves no dismemberment of the 
Union, no star stricken from the national ban- 
ner.

The monotony of camp life has been but lit- 
tle varied since last I wroto you. Occasion- 
ally we are put upon the qui wipe, by orders 
informing us to be ready to march at a mo- 
ment's warning. Time passes, and we tind 
ourselves in statu quo. Gen."Rosy's " army has 
not advanced, many "specials" to tho contra- 
ry notwithstanding. Weareyet in aud around 
Murfreesboro, as you will learn from the cap- 
tion of my letter. Skirmishing is not unfre- 
qut-nt, to be sure, and various reconnoissaaces 
are made toward the front, but no general 
movement is anticipated. This position must 
be well guarded, as the rebs below here are 
becoming desperate and fool-hardy, and, if 
they had half a chance, they would make an- 
other raid iato Kentucky, similar to that of 
last summer. But that game is "played out." 
Gens. Rosccrans and Bitrnside hare put their 
quietus en all such pretensions. 

Our cavalry hove been doing good execu- 
tion of late on the Shelbyville pike and near 
Middlctown. If Wheeler wants to see more 
fun, just let him engage the 4th Regular cav- 
alry cr the 2d Indiana cavalry. The "9th In- 
diana mounted infantry, Col. Harrison com- 
manding, nave done efficient service lately. 
We have nothing reliable from Franklin yet, 
but we have to fears of our troop3 there. 

We wish the conscript business was through 
with, and the old regiments filled up, so that 
we could wind up this rebellion. There is an 
unjustifiable procrastination visible in regard 
to putting a quietus on the rebellion. Let 113 
rise in the strength of our might, and crush 
tbe head of the viper. The ordeal is upon us, 
and let us prove ourselves worthy of the task 
of accomplishing what is required of us. If 
we are to be considered capable of self-govern- 
ment, now is the time to prove it. t>elf-gov- 
ernment! — is it a mocking echo? Die! our 
forefathers lie? Are liberty and independence 
mere chimeras? Nay, verily I Tin same flag 
floats above us that was unfurled by the heroes 
of '76, and which gave an impulse to the 
"forlorn hope ' ia the "times that tried men's 
sou's." All we want is acfton — united action. 
Our cause is just, and we must succeed. Truth 
and right must prevail. No attribute of the 
Almighty can be on tbe side of tbe wilful 
oppressor. Let us keep the ball rolling. The 
wailiogs of the oppressed demand it; prayers 
of widows and cravings of orphans cry out 
for a speedy peace; and the hearts of loyal 
Americans beat iu harmonious anticipation of 
a glorious victory and a restoration of the 
Union.

1HK MARINE BR1GALK IN ARKANSAS. 

On Boabu U. S. Stbambr John Rainb, 1 
Maaipuis, Thnn., June 7, 1863. J 

Being a tesident of your town, I take the 
pre.-ent opportunity in giving you a brief 
sketeb of the Marine Brigade, which left New 
Albsny for St. Louis in February. 

We have just concluded a very successful 
raid in Arkansas. We arrived from Vicks- 
l urg on the 4th inst., and on the 5th Mepr 
Join liublard, with his cavalry battalion, 
wbicb are already f.tmous for their successful 
gallantry, landed on the Arkansas shore for 
tbe purpose of visiting a notorious guerilla 
hole, known as Marion, in the county of Crit- 
leniien, ar d some twelve miles from Memphis. 
We arrived in time to tike them completely 
by surprise, capturing two large ox wagons 
heavily laden with contraband gnods, appar- 
ently smuggled from Memphis or St. 
Louis, and consisting, in part, of flour 
barrels filled with gun caps and Hour, and 
mitiktd from Planf * Brothers, St. Louis, M )., 
also a great assortment of stationery, hits, 
cotton factory, and jeans. The contents of tbe 
wrgons alone amount to at least Hm ••>, be- 
sides seven fine mules, four yoke of oxen, ten 
hortes, and eight pri?oners, one a Lieut, in 
Marmaduke's command, and who, as h« re- 
ports, was detached as conscripting ofrt^rfor 
said county, aud in the performance of hi* du- 
ly at tbe time of his capture. A portion of 
Marmaduke's command is reported forty miles 
out. Havirg accomplished our purpose we 
icturned to the fleet, without the loss of a 
man. having accomplished the easiest and 
most profitable raid on record. M. M. B.

Cincinmati, June 15. 

A special to the Gazette dated Cairo, June 
13, saysi The steamers Lady Pike and Weno- 
na have arrived, both from Memphis, bring- 
ing advices and papers of tho 10th and Uth, 
but the news was anticipated by the Dunleith 
yesterday. No boats had arrived at Memphis 
from Millikeu's Bend and below for two days 
previous to the departure of the Wenona fjr 
Cairo. I have private advices from Johnson's 
Landing to the 8th. Nothing new or inter- 
esting had transpired lately. 

No futther patticulars of the Millikeu's 
Bend battle have been received. 

Tbe garrison of Vicksburg, a correspoident 
thought, might bold out thirty days po3sibly, 
but not longer. 

A member of the 29ih Wisconsin writes 
under date of Juno 6th: ''We are eampe I in 
the field, three miles eaat of Vicksburg. There 
is sharpshcoting and skirmishing with the 
tnemy irom the rifle-pits three or four hours 
daily. Tbe remainder of the line is doing 
little or nothing." This re;iment was at Port 
Gibson and Champion Hill — at the lattL-r 
place in the thickest part of the fight for two 
Lours and a half, and lost many men. 

A private in the 15th Illinois writes under 
the same date. His command was serving 
on picket duty between Vicksburg and War- 
renton, in range of the rebel's heivy guns. 
From our picket line one cin see several of 
the rtbel batteries with Hags waving over 
them. In some places the pickets are so near 
the rebel works that the heavy guns of the 
enemy cannot be depressed to cover them. 
He thinks Vicksburg almost, if not qttlle, Im- 
pregnable to storming parties — at any rate not 
to be taken in that manner without terrible 
loss. Every effort had already bsen made of 
Ibis kind, but without success. 

He sat s the noise most common to his cars 
day and night is the sound ofh?avy guns. 
The rt-bels do not show themselves often over 
the works. W hen they do they are cut off 
by our sharpshooters. 

Caibo, Juno 14. 

Three boats came from below this morning 
and last night, but they brought nothing later 
from Vicksburg. 

A special to tbe Commercial dated Sitortia, 
on ihe Yai;oo River, lorey miles above Haines' 
liiuff, June C, 1 o'clock P. M., says General 
Blair's troops returned from here to Vicksburg 
nearly a week aeo. They stripp3d the Vaz jo 
Valle-y of all subsistence.'driviug before them 
the live stock and burning the grain; 500 cat- 
tle were driven to Haines' Bluff. 

Gen. Kimball's commnnd arrived here by 
transports three days ago.

Part of Bragg's army is supposed to be here; 
all the transports are below now, and the gun- 
boats are movicg slowly down, commencing 
the retreat. There is no enemy in the imme- 
diate vicinity of the fleet. If the rebel force 
pioves as strong as reported, a battle is immi- 
nent near Haines's Bluff, which place we shall 
held at all hazards. All boats have been de- 
stroyed on the Yazoo River, thus cutting off 
w hat rebel troops are between that and the 
Mississippi river. 

Gen. Graut arrived at dark, expecting' to 
find Gen. Kimball here, and returned immedi- 
ately. Affairs are culminating. 

Cairo, June 13. 

A despatch from the camp near Vicksburft, 
dated June Htb, 11 A. M , states that all is 
quiet in Ihe vicinity of Haines's Bluff. 

Memphis papersof the lllb contain no news.

WAsmsGTOX, June 14. 
Latest. — The following is taken from Rich- 
mond papers of the lllb: Our loss at lirandy 
Stntior, in the cavalry attack by the Yankees, 
is variou-ly rtated. Information at the pro- 
vc-t cilice at Culpepper Courthouse yesterday 
was, that about 200 of our meu were taken 
prisoners, killed, and wounded, but is sup- 
posed to read seriously wounded. Some put 
the figure bigherand some lower. They gain- 
ed so much ground as to capture Gen. Stuart's i 
headquarters near Bran ly, and also Brau ly 
Station, and destroyed some stores. 

The arrest of three men, charged with rob- 
bing the postoffice at Davenpott, Iowa, was 
reported at the postoffice department this 
morning. They were not connected with the 
office, and their operations were conducted by 
means of false Treys. 

A rumor reached headquarters this morning 
to the effect that Mosby, finding hinmtlf so 
lotly pursued by our forces, had tlisban Je 1 his 
men, and tbat they had taken to the wools. 

The President's reply to the resolutions of 
the public meetingheld at Albany, N. Y., with i 
regard to arbitrary arrests by military author- 
ity, and at the same time expressing their de- I 
termination to sustain tbe administration in \ 
all lawful and constitutional measures to sup- . 
press the rebellion, is made public to-day. It 
is quite lengthy, but Ihe following ex tract cov- 
rating Vallandigham's case, is the sum of the 
entire argument: 

Mr. Lincoln, in referring to the resolutions, - 
says: Tfce meeting indicates their opinion j 
tbat military arrests may be constitutional in ' 
Ircalities where rebellion actually exists, but 
that such arrests are unconstitutional in local- 
itirs where rebellion or iusurrectioo dous not t 
actually exist; they insist that such arrests 
shall not be made outside of the lines of ne- 
cessary military occupation and the scenes of 
insurrection; inasmuch, however, as the Con- 
stitution itself makes no such distinction I 
am unable to believe tbat there is any such 
constitut'onal distinction. I concede the clais 
cf arrests complained of can be constitutional 
only when in cases of rebellion or inv.v-ion 
the public safety may require them, 
and 1 insist that, in such cases, 
they are constitutional whenever the 
public safety does require tbem, as well iu 
places to which they may prevent the rebel- 
lion extending as in those where it may be 
alieady prevailing; as well where thoy may 
restrain mischievous interference with the 
raising and supplying of armies to suppress 
the rebellion as where the rebellion may ac- 
tually be; as well where they may restrain the 
enticing of men out of the army as where 
they eould prevent mutiny in the army; 
equally as constitutional in all places where 
they will conduce to the public safety as against 
Ihe dangers of rebelliou or iuraston. Take 
ihe particular case mentioned by the meeting; 
It is asserted, in substance, that Mr. Vallandtg- 
bam was, by a military commander, seized 
and tried for no other reason than words ad- 
dressed to a public meeting in criticism of the 
course of the Administration, aud in condem- 
nation of the military orders of the General, i 
Now if there be no mistake about this, if this 
assertion is the truth, aud tbe whole truth, i 
if there was no other reason for the arrest, 
then I concede that the arresl was wrong, but 
the arrest, as 1 understand, was made for a 
very different reason. 

Mr. Vallandigham aims his hostility to the 
wor on tbe part of the Union, and his arrest 
was made because he was laboring with some 
effect to prevent the raising of troops, to en- 
courage desertion from the army, and to leave 
the rebellion without an adequate military 
force to suppress it. He was not arrested be- 
cause be wi - damaging the political prospects 
of the Administration, or the personal inter- 
ests of the eemmanding General, but becausi 
be was damaging the army upon the existence 
and vigor of which the life of the nation de- 
pends, he was wtarring upon the military, and 
this gave the military constitutional jurisdic- 
tion to lav bands upon him. 

If Mr. Yallaudigham was not damaging the 
militaiy power of the country then his arrest 
was mude iu mistake of fact, which I would 
be glad to correct on reasonable satisfactory 
evidence. I understand tbe meeting, whose 
resolutions I am considering, to be in favor of 
suppressing the rebellion by military force. 
Long experience has shown that armies can- 
not be maintained unless desertion shali be 
punished by the severe penalty of death. 
The case requires and the law and the 
Constitution sanction this punishment. 

Must I shoot a simple-minded soldier boy 
who deserts while I must not touch a hair of 
a wily agitator who induces him to de--,ert? 
This is none tbe less injurious when eftX-eied 
by getting a father or brother or friend into a 
public meeting and there working Mpon bis 
feelings till he is persuaded to w vite to the 
soldier boy that he is fighting in r« bad cause 
for a wicked administration of a contempti- 
ble government, too weak to p anish hira if he 
should desert. I think that, m such a case, to 
silence the agitator and rave the boy is not 
only constitutional but W ithal a great mercy. 

After reviewing the suspension of the writ 
ot habeas corpus by Gen. Jackson, the Presi- 
dent says: "And y«>t, let me say that in my 
own discretion I do not know whether I 
would have ordered the arrest of Mr. Vallan- 
digham, while 1 cannot shift the responsi- 
bility from myself. I hold, that, as a general 
ru'e, the commander in the field is th? better 
judge of tbe necessity iu any particular case. 



Of course I must practice a general directory 
and revisory power in the matter. 

One of the resolutions expresses the opinion 
of tbe meeting that arbitrary arrests will have 
the effect to divide and distract those who 
should be united in suppressing the rebellion, 
and I am specifically called on to discharge 
Mr. Vallandigham. I regard this act as a fair 
appeal to me on the expediency of exercising 
a constitutional power which I think exists. 

In response to such appeal I have to say it 
pave me pain when I learned that Mr. Val- 
Isndigbam had been arrfsted. That is, I was 
pained that there should have seemed to be a 
rtcemity for arreting him, and that it will 
afford me great pleaiure to discharge him so 
soon ns I can by any means, believe the pub- 
lic afety will not suffer by it. 

Cincinnati, June 15. 

Specials from Indianapolis say the military 
sent to Rush county had returned. Gen. Mans- 
field arrested a number of suspicious persons 
and required them to give bonds for future 
gcod behavior. 

A number of troops left for Fulton connty 
on Saturday night, where the euiolling com- 
missioner's papers were seized and destroyed 
by a mob of 17 citizens of Johnson county. 
They were found gathered together in the 
woods armed with rifles and revolvers, and 
were arrested and brought to Indianapolis. 

One hundred and sixty Bast Tennessee con- 
scripts, recruited Irom among the rebel prison- 
ers at Camp Morion for 5th Tennessee cavalry, 
left Indianapolis on Saturday, to join the regi- 
ment at Lexington, Ky.

Tbilxb, June 14. 

A new army denominated the reserve corps 
has been created, called the Department of the 
Cumberland, and placed under command of 
Msj. Gen. Gordan Granger, with its headquar- 
ters at Triune, to be composed of three divis- 
ir r.s. commanded by Btig.

New York, June 15. 
The Times says editorially that information 
reached this city yesterday, from Washington, 
that Lee's army, 0,000 strong, was on this side 
of the Rappahannock, marching northward, 
and Hooker's army was hastening north to 
prevent his advance. Lee, before the close of 
last week, crossed by fords above Fredericks- 
burg, and was apparently pushing for the t lr- 
ai ge and Alexandria railroad. By Friday 
Hooker's whole army was on the, northward 
marib, following that day, a line between 
Worreuton and Catlett's Station, 
tio*. 

All our commissary stores hava been em- 
barked from Aquiii cTreek. 

Lee has been joined by large detachments 
fre m North Carolina and the Blackwater, and 
all his cavalry have been massed on the North 
Fork of the Rappahannock. 

Longstreel's corps, lately at Culpepper, has 
doubtless been joined to Lee's. 

Hot ker's force can't be inferior to Lee's, and 
cur rWmy has recently been heavilv reinforced 
Irom tbe Nansemood, the Peninsula, and else- 
where. No official or semi-official indications 
cf these movements have been received from 
Washington, nnd the Times says these accounts 
we haveobtained from other sources, but there 
set ms to be agreeme nt tbat our army and that 
of the rebels aro both on the move, and so 
close together that they can hardly avoid col- 
lision soon. 

Naw York, June 15. 

The World's New Orleans letter of the 7th 
states that a small body of Grierson's cavalry, 
which was sent to reconnoitre in the vicinity 
ol Clinton, came upon some 1,200 rebel cav- 
alry. It is reported that Capt. Davis and 30 
men were killed, 40 taken prisoners, and CO 
horses captured by the rebels. The rest es- 
caped and returned to our army. It was fear- 
ed tbe cavalry would follow and make a raid 
on Baton Kouge, where our supplies are, and 
a small force hail beep sent to protect them. 

A de:patch dated morning 12th, headquar- 
ters 5th army corps, states that troops and 
wngot.s havtj been passing there all night. 
Troops of the |5th corps are still guarding the 
fordr, with orders to be in readiness to move at 
a moment's notice. 

The Herald says editorially it is evident 
tbat an active campaign is now in operation 
cn Ihe Rappahannock. Harper's Ferry, the 
SheDandoan Valley, and the upper fords of 
tbe Potomac are points indicated by recent 
rebel movements. Our a/my is also changing 
its base, supplies being transported from Aquia 
Creek to Alexandria. . 

MaMriiis, June 15. 

Tho 6teamrr niawatha from below, with 
dales © the loth, says the situation at Vicks- 
burg is unchanged, except that our lines are 
daily being contracted. Late rains have im- 
proved the condition of the army. 

A bout 0,000 of Kirby Smith's force are re- 
ported to have come up Washita river, and 
are making demonstrations on the Louisiana 
side of the river. 

Our troops at Milliken's Bend have been 
reinforced." 

Johnston is still receiving reinforcements 
from the East, snd preparing to move for- 
ward. 

Harrispuro, June 15. 

The Governor of Pennsylvania has issue! a 
proclamation saving the State is again threat- 
ened with invasion, and the President has is- 
sued bis proclamation for 50,000 men from 
Pennsylvania, snd I now appeal loal! citizens 
of Pennsylvania who are willing defond 
their homes, to rush in their might ia this 
hour or berth The issue is one of preserva- 
tion or destruction. 

That it is tbe purpose of the enemy who in- 
vade our border w ilb all the strength he can 
command, is apparent. I, therefore, call upon 
all men capable of bearirg arms to enroll 
themselves, and to give aid to the efforts to he 
put forth fur the salvation of the common 
eountry. 

Harr'srtrg, June 15. 

Despatches received to-day from tho opera- 
tors at Cbambersburg and Hagerstown give 
inloimaticn that the rebel cavalry arrived at 
Perryville and Martiusburg about noon, and 
at the latter place there has been hard fight- 
ing. Milroy was contesting their advance. 

Communication baa been destroyed between 
Winchester and Martinsburg. 

RejL olds has been driven by a large force 
of rebels from Perryville to Bunker Hill.

• *0B LIKCTMNANT GOVERNOR, 
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• Wr hope that the aspect of military 
affairs will improve in the next few hours. 
At present we must confess that we do not 
feel entirely at ease, for the unmistakable indi- 
cations are that Gen. Lee, the master-spirit of 
the rebel Confederacy in the field, is making 
a -rigorous aggressive movement at the head 
of an immense army, and, that he will lorce 
his way into Maryland and Pennsylvania un- 
■less encountered and defeated in a great bat- 
tle. We have little doubt that such a battle 
is about to take place, and, although our con- 
fidence is strong in the bravery of the army of 
the Potooinc, our apprehensions are strength- 
ened by the reflection that that army has 
been disappointing for two yearj the high 
hopes and expectations of the country, aud, 
that it is now commanded by Gen. Hook«r, 
who has proved himself a braggart, and, un- 
fortunately, has failed in his desperate efforts 
to prove himself "Anything better. If Lee 
shall be successful in the plan he is evidently 
endeavoring to execute, the consequences will 
be deplorable almost beyond calculation; but 
if he shall be defeated, as he ought to be, and 1 
as he certainly would be were he met by able 
generalship, the rebel Confederacy may ad well 
submit at once to its destiny — its destiny and 
ouis — the glorious destiny of a restored Union. 
Lee and his generals have been busily anil 
energetically arranging this movement ever 
since the last battle of Fredericksburg, and 
there is no doubt that they have done every- 
thing in their power to insure its success. Oh 
that* McClellan or Buell were at the head of 
the Federal army ! Then we could go to sleep 
to-night and have no other dream than a dream 
of victory. 

We scarcely know what to think to-day in 
regard to Vicksburg. We are inclined to be- 
lieve that all is right there. The rebel papers 
at Richmond profess however to have reliable 
intelligence that Pembertou, in command of 
the Vicksburg army, declares his ability to 
bold out as long as necessary, that Jackson 
has cut bis way into Vicksburg through the 
Federal lines, that Kirby Smith with ten 
thousand men has captured Milliken's Bend 
twenty miles above Vicksburg, thus cutting 
off Grant's supplies, and, that Johnston can 
now receive reinforcements and organize for 
an attack on G.ant at his leisure. It seems 
absurd to suppose that rebel troops have cut 
their way into Vicksburg, for, if they have 
cut in at all, they must Wave cut in without 
taking supplies with them, and certainly 
there has been for some time a much greater 
want of food in Vicksburg than of additional 
mouths to devour it. We believe that the 
whole batch of rebel reports from that quarter 
are absolutely false, and yet we must confess 
ourselves somewhat staggered by the fact 
that the Administration at Washington, 
which must have received despatches 
from Vicksburg of a later date than 
the despatches in the rebel papers, have 
communicated literally nothing to the public 
for several days, omitting even to authorize 
.any specific contradiction of the rebel rumors. 
The telegraph agent at Washington said re- 
cently that the Administration wished it per- 
fectly understood that they imparted all the 
Mississippi news that they received, whether 
good, bad, or indifferent; but, if this was their 
policy then, they have evidently abandoned it 
since. What good they can hope to effect or 
what evil they can expect to avert by keeping 
any kind of news two or three days from the 
people, and leaving it to come first in a gross- 
ly exaggerated form through rebel orgaas, we 
are utterly unable to understand or conceive. 
Just as little can be accomplished by such a 
policy as by that of the silly ostrich, that seeks 
to save himself from discovery by sticking his 
head in the sand. 

We are very confident that all is well at 
Vicksburg and Port Hudson and Milliken's 
Bend, but we do wish that the blockade on 
news might be either raised or run. 



■We observe in the Cincinnati Com- 
mercial a letter under the signature of 
" Pebdlston, ' which undertakes to "vindi- 
cate the Union party of the Sixth Congres- 
sional District in Kentucky." The individual 
who thus steps forward as the vindicator of 
the Union party of Kentucky is the same 
individual who goes about proclaiming that 
in the late Congress our whole Congressional 
delegation except Casey were unfaithful and 
that the Northern conservatives are no better 
or worse than Jeffs people. And from this 
point of view the individual has the effrontery 
to pretend to vindicate the Union party of 
Kentucky. A pretty vindicator of the Union 
party of Kentucky is he I A second Benton 
come to judgment! Of course his pretended 
vindication is manifest nonsense as well as 
manifest hypocrisy. It includes two or three 
points of fact, however, which we will noti«e. 

One of these points "Pendleton ' states as 
follows: 

The Journal says that several counties did 
not appoint regular delegations to the conven- 
tion. After naming two or three, and stating 
that several persons assumed to act tor those 
counties without authority, he states that es- 
sentially the same thing occurred in Pendle- 
ton. Now, so far as Pendleton county is con- 
cerned, this statement is wholly untrue. The 
Journal's informant wholly misrepresented 
the fact. This county sent a regular delega- 
tion. 

"Pbndlktos" here knocks down a man of 
straw 6etup by "Pendleton'' himself. What 
we did say is this: 

In the county of Boone, twelve men assumed 
the responsibility of appointing the delegates 
for the whole county, a large majority of 
whom, however, refused to take part in the 
convention. Essentially the same thing oc- 
curred in Pendleton county, with essentially 
the same result. 

That is to say, a single little meeting in 
Pendleton assumed the responsibility of ap- 
pointing the delegates for the whole county, a 
considerable part of whom, however, refused 
to take part in the convention. This is what 
•we said ; and this "Pknohton" does not deny. 
He is very careful to say nothing about it. 
He bravely knocks down his own man of 
straw but he doesn't so much as double his 
fist at the real man. And yet "Pbsdletos'' 
in the opening of his letter avows, that, but 
for what he desires to say on this point, the 
letter would never have been written. Cer- 
tainly for all that he has said at last on this 
point the letter might better never have been 
written, so far as he and his friends are con- 
cerned, for, though silence gives consent, 
evasion proclaims it. He has opened his 
mouth only the more conspicuously to convict 
himself and his faction. 

Another of the points in question is this: 

Mr. Menzies is a clever gentleman, but what 
right had he <o come out in advance and bid 
defiance to the Union party of the district by 
dtclaring that he would not submit to a con- 
vention? 

The answer to this question is simple. Mr 
Menzies oid no such thing. And "Pknolrton" 
very well knows the fact, because it is notori- 
ous in the District. Mr'. MeDz:cs refused ti 



submit toa convention of the .ndversaries of the 
Union l arty, but he did not refuse to submit to 
a convention of the friends of the Union pvty. 
He refused to submit to a Republican conven- 
tion but not to a Union convention. On thecon- 
trary, he has at all times declared himself per- 
fectly willing to submit toa Union conven- 
tion,— a convention of men who stand upon 
the Union platform. This position he assumed 
at the outset. Bat no Union convention was 
called for, the Union men of the District very 
generally recommending Mr. Menzies to take 
the track without the formality of a con- 
vention. With this recommendation he 
finally complied, hut with the distinct 
understanding, that, if a convention should 
be subsequently called for by the Union 
men of the District, he would cheer- 
fully submit to the action of the body. None 
has been called for, however, and it is now 
ceitain that none will be called for, as Mr. 
Menzies is confessedly acceptable to the mem- 
bers of the Union party of the District. He 
is their accepted candidate. Meanwhile, a 
Republican convention, a convention made 
up of men who openly reject the Union plat- 
form and denounce it as disloyal, has assem- 
bled in the District, repudiated the Union 
platform, adopted the platform of the so-called 
Loyal Leagues of the North, and nominated a 
candidate of its own. The contest in the Dis- 
trict is now between the nominee of this con- 
vention and Mr. Menzies as the Union candi- 
date. This is the whole story. Mr. Menzies 
bid defiance to no party but the Republican 
party, and he bid defiance to that party only 
when it bid defiance to the Union party. The 
interrogatory of "Pendleton ' is simply a 
piece of miserable shuffling. 

We will notice one other point in this letter. 
"Pendleton" says of the delegation which as- 
sumed to represent the county of Pendleton in 
the Republican Convention : 

They had found that Mr. Menzies had failed 
in supporting measures in Congress to 9upply 
men and money to put down the rebellion, 
and was continually complaining of almost 
every thing that is done, and they were afraid 
fo trust him further. They thought him to be 
on the sliding scale to rebellion. 

Mr. Menzies did not fail in Congress to sup- 
port measures supplying men and money to 
put down the rebellion ; and he complained of 
nothing which did not deserve to be com- 
plained of not only as in violation of thesn- 
prtme law of the land but as adapted to hin- 
der instead of promoting the suppression of 
the rebellion. The records of Congress show 
lhat he was in favor of supplying both men 
and money in the lavish measure required. 
He voted for the navy appropriation; he did 
not vote against the army appropriation and 
emitted to vote at all only by way of choosing 
one horn of a dilemma which the radical ma- 
jority wilfully and faithlessly thrust upon him 
and his fellow conservatives in the House; 
and, though he voted against the par- 
ticular conscript bill which passed, he 
voted for another which he deemed more 
efficient but which the majority 
thought fit to reject. Ho stood and acted 
throughout with the illustrious Crittenden. In 
short, he was, as he is, in favor of supplying 
all the means necessary to the most vigorous 
prosecution of the war. Thistherecordsbowa. 
If the Pendleton delegates to the Republican 
convention are "afraid to trust him further," 
and think him "on the sliding scale to rebel- 
lion," it is only because they so regard the 
whole Union party of Kentucky. His offence 
is merely that he is a devoted and thorough- 
going member of the Union party of the State 
and not a Republican. This offence, however 
unpardonable in the estimation of "Pendle- 
ton," will be not only pardoned but rewarded 
by the noble Unionists of the Sixth District. 

Assuredly Mr. Menzies has no otherwise 

offended. 

The very heart and front of big offending 
Hath thai extent, no more. 

The nation does not hold a truer patriot 
or a truer man than he. The foul insinua- 
tion of "Pendleton" is nothing more or 
less than the stereotyped assertion with 
which the adherents of the party in power 
arc accustomed to bespatter the Union men of 
Kentucky from the pure and honored Critten- 
den down to the humblest member of the 
party. The Unionists of the Sixth District 
must be familiar with the wretched calumny. 
We know they estimate it at its just value. 
And we have reason to believe that they esti- 
mate its utterer3 in like manner. We hope 
they do. We certainly are not prepared to 
believe that the Sixth Congressional District 
of Kentucky forms but the political outskirts 
of the abolition metropolis of Ohio. 



JjaJp-Thc Board of Trade meets by adjourn- 
ment this evening, when it is to be hoped that 
the result of the exertions of the various com- 
mittees will be apparent in causing a large 
accession to the list of members. We repeat 
our opinion that every business Ulan, whether 
active or retired, should join the association, 
and by this means secure the influence and 
united action which will cause existing er- 
rors and impediments in reference to our trade 
to be corrected or removed. It is notorious to 
all our citizens that business men visiting 
Louisville to make purchases for the interior 
have been unable to procure shipping permits 
at our custom-house because the Treasury or- 
ders were strictly and honorably followed by 
tho Collector, while the same parties could 
take the boat for Cincinnati next day, buy 
their goods in that city, and have them 
shipped without any difficulty, through Lou- 
isville, to their places of destination. No 
blame can properly attach to the officials here, 
for they do their duty, but there is a great 
wroDg to the interests of our city perpetrated 
somewhere, and it cannot be corrected by in- 
dividual effort, as it requires the combined in- 
terests and influence of all the business men 
of Louisville. Unity of action is all-essen- 
tial, and divided councils will be certain to 
insure a continuance of the evils under which 
we have labored. 

There is anothe' thing of vital importance 
to our business interests which can be prompt- 
ly remedied by the action of a Board of 
Trade, and by no individual agency. It is 
well known that all goods go over the Nash- 
ville Railroad through the agency of the 
Adams Express; and that Company is limited 
to a certain number of freight cars daily. But 
every Way freight enough is sent down from 
Cincinnati by the mailboats to entirely ex- 
haust the capacity of the Company for carry- 
ing any of the way freight from Louisville. 
If one of our merchants calls upon JJr. Jones, 
the Company's attentive agent, to secure the 
transmission of any parcels to the South, the 
reply is necessarily, "We are full." Now it 
has been asserted that the controlling influ- 
ence of the Adams Eipre33 is located at Cin- 
cinnati, and that it regulates these matters for 
the sole purpose of destroying the business of 
onr city. This is not true, for the Express 
Company does not regulate the Nashville 
road; it is done by the military or custom au- 
thorities, and as long as Louisville is so apa- 
thetic as not to make a combined movement 
to procure an increase of the number of freight 
cars to be run daily, and to arrange that a fair 
proportion shall be reserved exclusively for 
the use of our city, we have no right to com- 
plain if by superior energy and tact our 
Cincinnati rivals get an advantage over us. 
If Louisville had the same opportunity to 
make shipments through Cincinnati, and ex- 
clude every pound of freight from leaving the 
latter city, our men of business would be par- 
leying over the policy of taking an affirmation 
of loyalty, and would flare up if it were 
deemed expedient to show the government 
that those who asked its favors and protection 
were really loyal to it. 

It is indeed lamentable to witness how 
business has been broken up and deranged 
with us. While such vast amounts of goods 
are brought here from Cincinnati and for- 
warded without delay to points beyond, 
which are debarred to our trade, we may go 
along our business streets and see any number 
of psckages in the stores awaiting opportuni- 
ties to be sent forward. It is said that Mr. 
Mellon, the Treasury Agent who controls all 
the southwestern trade, is a citizen of and 
resides in Cincinnati; that our Custom 
House has to do just as be orders; and 
that such orders make invidious distiac- 
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tions in favor of Cincinnati and in op- 
posite n to Louisvil'e. To us itse»m3 per r ect- 
ly c hildish to make such complaints, for it can- 
not for one moment be 6eriously supposed 
that the general orders of the Treasury De- j 
partment would be so worded as to interfere j 
with the rival trade of two citie?. If the 
spirit of such orders has been warped from 
their letter; if Mr. Mellon has accidentally or 
intentionally so construed them as to work in- 
justice, redress would be rendered just as soon 
as complaint from any authentic source should 
be forwarded to the Secretary of the Treasury. 
The difficulty heretofore has l*en that our 
city possessed no regularly authorized Hoard • 
of Trade to make representations on behalf of 
its general business, while the complaints have 
all been those of individuals who had specific 
motives and personal griefs to make them elo- 
quent in denunciation, instead of cool, cogent, 
and convincing argument. Our Board of 
Trade, even in its present embryo state, has 
been respectfully listened to and its requests 
granted in important particulars affecting the 
interior trade of the State, and, the inoro en- 
tirely the Board represents all the business in- 
terests of the city, the more potent will its 
means of doing good become. 

We are not to regard the restrictions on 
trade imposed by the treasury department to 
regulate the traffic between loyal and insur- 
rectionary locations as intended to injure loy- 
al men of business. We must take a proper 
and comprehensive view of this matter, and 
recollect that the first duty of the government 
is to prevent supplies from being forwarded to 
the rebels, through the agencies which it has 
established to meet the wants and necessities 
of IotaI sections. We must remember that 
our State ha3 swarmed with adventurers who 
are Union men or smugglers, just as it is the 
most convenient to assume either character, 
and it has been of vital importance that these 
men should be checked. The Board of Trade, 
by aiding the Government in this particular, 
can eradicate the tares which impede the 
growth of our regular business crops. The 
Board by its charter is authorized to do 
what is thought best "to advance the com- 
mercial character of the city of Louis- 
ville; fix and determine just rules and customs 
among the business community; acquire and 
disseminate useful business information; avoid 
and adjust, as far as practicable, the controver- 
sies aud misunderstandings which may arise 
between individuals engaged in trade;" and 
all this is to be effected under rulc3 and regula- 
tions, "not to be contrary to the laws of the 
United States, and the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky." In order to form a more perfect 
union of the various business interests, the 
Board has decided that its members shall take 
an affirmation of loyalty, declaring that they 
will truly support the Constitution and gov- 
ernment of the United States, and in no way 
knowingly aid the rebellion, but in all things 
so conduct their business and personal acts as 
to confoim with the spirit of the affirmation 
in good faith, and without mental reservation. 
If the thorough organization of the Board of 
Trade shall fail, it will be because this test 
of loyalty is a stumbling-block, and, if it shoild 
prove an impediment, Louisville certainly has 
no right to expect recognition or assistance 
from the Government. If there are any 
controlling portions of our business com- 
munity that wish to serve two masters 
loyalty and disloyalty, they will find them- 
selves in as great straights as those who would 
serve God and Mammon. Let all such be 
known, and let '.hose who are willing to take 
the test of loyalty proceed without delay to 
complete the organization of the Board of 
Trade, appoint proper committees, and make 
the necessary representations to the powers 
that be, and there can be no difficulty appre- 
hended in procuring all that Louisville desires 
to retrieve her business standing and carry on 
a healthy and profitable trade with her old cus- 
tomers. If there is any failure to accomplish 
all this, it must be properly attributed to a 
morbid sentiment in our community which 
leads its business men "to halt between two 
opinions." We hope this is not extensive 
enough to offer any serious impediment to the 
success of the Board of Trade.

K^-Wbile doing full justice to Mr. Bax- 
ter, President of the City Council, who wa* 
recently fent to the military prison and almost 
immediately liberated, we would be very 
careful to do no injustice to Col. Mundy, the 
Commandant of the Post here, and Major 
Fitcb, the Provost Marshal. 

Mr. Baiter has at all times been regarded as 
a most ardent Union man. He has ever been 
especially obnoxious to the secessionists. And 
he has a high position personally and official- 
ly. Still there were circumstances against 
him that the commandant and the Provost 
Marshal had no right, we think, to overlook. 
About a week ago, it was reported to the Pro- 
T06t Marshal that several boxes, supposed to 
contain goods, were taken from Mr. Baxter's 
house at a very unusual hour of the night— 
about one o'clock. At or near the same time, 
it was reported to the Provost Marshal, that, 
on the night (about three weeks ago) when 
Mr. Baxter's next neighbor, Mr. Brown, a well 
known Southern sympathizer, was searched, 
Mr. Baxter seemed much excited and went 
down into his cellar with a member of his 
family, and buried some ammunition in a de- 
signated part of it. 

. The Provost Marshal communicated tha re- 
ported facta to Colonel Muudy, and the Utter, 
in view of the official position and excellent 
reputation of Mr. Baxter, resolved to exercise 
the utmost care in the investigation. Colonel 
M. requested the Marshal to try to a3cert iin in 
the Crst place, and if possible without alarm- 
ing or molesting Mr. B. or his family, wheth- 
er the ammunition was in the cellar, buried 
as described. The Marshal proceeded accord- 
ingly and found a box of 5,000 gun qflrrj istol 
caps buried in the designated spot, andftlso a 
box of cartridges, but ibe latter ha*, the ap- 
pearance o* having been buried a good while 
and were spoiled. The cellar was accessible 
from without only by a door which had a 
padlock on it. Colonel Mundy, still cautious, 
next instructed the Marshal to send for Mr. 
.Baxter and ask an explanation in regard to 
the buried ammunition. Mr. B. simply de- 
nied all knowledge of the matter, remarking 
that be had not been in his cellar for two 
years. The Commandant, as no explanation 
of the su.'picioiis circumstances was forthcom- 
j, ordered Mr. B.'s arrest. 
We presume that Mr. Baxter made a sitis- 
factory explanation at Headquarters, or that 
his character was regarded as ample proof of 
his innocence, for Gen. Boyle promptly re- 
leased him. Whilst however we regret any 
injustice done to our worthy fellow-citizen, 
certainly the Commandant and the Provojt 
Manhal should be relieved from any imputa- 
tion of having bluudered or of having been 
incautious or hasty in their action.

Raidon Maycville, Kv.— On Sunday even- 
ing last, about two hundred and fifty rebels 
made a dash into Maysville, Ky., and captured 
a large amount of Government horses, stores, 
equipments, &c. They tarried over night, 
saying that they did not wish to disturb pri- 
vate citizens, either loyal or disloyal, but that 
their object was to capture and destroy all 
Government property they could not conven- 
iently take away with them. They took com- 
plete possession of the town, and had a grand 
time generally, drinking, dancing, and carous- 
ing the whole night long. The citizens 
thought thoy would leave without doing any 
damage beyond destroying the Government 
propeity; but in the morning before depart- 
ing, the cloven- foot made its hideous appear- 
ance. Thoy robbed the store3 and shops pro- 
miscuously, and took clothing, shoes, and 
whatever else they wanted, without money 
and without price, and then departed in the 
direction of Big Sandy, after having a good 
time with their friends and sympathizers to 
the annoyance and discomfort of all good and 
loyal citizens of the place. We could not 
learn from any reliable source what amount 
of damage had been done, only that a raid 
had taken place, aud the facts above stated.

The tele- 
graphic column contains nothing but de- 
spatches from Cincinnati papers and the Lou- 
isville Journal. 

A great scare took place a few days since at 
Augusta, Ga., occasioned by a report th.it a 
body of Federal raiders were in the vicinity. 
The most intense excitement is said to have 
prevailed among all classes. 

The plantations of Jeff and Joe Davis have 
been totally devastated, and the negroes re- 
maining on the estates driven off by Federal 
soldiers. 

Whetler is reported on the way back to our 
left. 

Capt. J. Edward Stacy, of the 2d Kentucky 
cavalry, serving on General Gilbert's stalT, bos 
been dishonorably dismissed from the service 
for forgery. He is ordered beyond the lines, 
not to return during the war. 

PBOCLAMATION BY THE PRESIDENT. 

Washington, June 15. 
Whertas, the armed insurrectionary com- 
binations now existing in several ofthe States 
are threatening to make inroads into the 
Slates of Muryland, Western Virginia, Penn- 
sylvania, and Uhio, requiring an additionxl 
military force for the service of the I'nited 
States: Now, therefor*, L Abraham Lincoln, 
President of the United States and Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the army and navy there- 
of, and of the militia of the several States 
wben called into actual service, do hereby 
call into the service of tbe United States 100,- 
000 militia from the following States, viz: 
l-'rom the Slate of Maryland 10,000, from the 
State of Pennsylvania 50,000, from the State 
of Ohio :!0,000, from the State of Western Vir- 
ginia 10,000, to be mu.-ttred into the service 
of the I'nited States forfiwitb, and to 
serve for tbe period of six months 
from the date of such muster into the service, 
unless sooner discharged, to be mustered in as 
infantry, artillery, and cavalry, in proportion 
which will be known through the War De- 
rartment, which department will also desig- 
nate the several places of rendezvous. These 
militia are to be organized according ta tho 
rules and regulations of the volunteer service, 
and f uch orders as may hereafter be issued. 
Tbe States aforesaid will be respectively cred- 
ited under the enrollment act for tbe militia 
service rendered under this proclamation. 

In testimony wnereof I have hereunto set 
my hand, and caused the seal ofthe United 
States to be affixed. 

Done at the city of Washington, on the 15ih 
day of June, 1 B63. and of the independence 
of the I'nited States the 87th.

Fortress Moxnog, June 14. 

The flag-of trace boa* arrived last evening 
from City Point with 550 exchanged prison- 
ers, all privates. 

The Knglish and Austrian Consuls arrived 
on tbe New York, having been ordered out of 
the Confederate States by the rebel authori- 
ties. 

It has been arranged between Col. Ludlow 
and the United States Commissioner tor the 
exchange of prisoners tbat surgeons shall not 
be treated as prisoners of war. / 

No exchange of officers can be at present 
made. A number of United States officers are 
held by ibe rebel authorities undercharges in- 
tended to bring them under the operation of 
that act of the rebel Congress whicn "consigns 
to execution all officers taken in commana of 
or in tompany with armed negroes and mu- 
lattoes. 

Ludlow will not, by making any special 
exchange of officers, acknowledge the right 
of the robel authorities to discriminate among 
our forces by detaining some aud releasing 
others. He insists that all shall be released 
nnder the cartel, and we have enough rebel 
officers now in our possession to hold in re- 
serve for retaliation. 

Richmond papers of the 13th have been re- 
ceived, which say the reported taking of Hel- 
ena, some days since, grew out of the fact that 
some rebel troops made a feint on that place, 
and succeeded in capturing a wagon train and 
some prisoners. 

Baltihori, June 15. 

The American's special reports from Harper's 
Ferry says Gen. Miiroy succeeded in cutting 
his way through the rebel lines and reached 
there ibis morning. After evacuating Win- 
chester the fighting was very desperate. We 
repulsed the enemy repeatedly, with heavy 
loss, but finally they were heavily reinforced, 
and Gen. Miiroy made his arrangements on 
Sundoy to abandon Winchester, finding that 
the rebels were endeavoring to closely invest 
the place. He lost some two hundred men in 
killed, wounded, and prisoners. 

Military movements are in progress to check 
the rebel movement in this direction, which 
it would not be proper to particularize. 

Wabuinctox, June 15. 

The Richmond Sentinel of Saturdays says 
there is not a word from the South west. 

There was considerable excitement here 
yesterday over the news tbat the enemy was 
exhibiting considerable force on the peninsula 
and advancing in a threatening manner. 

We learn tbat a column of three or four 
thousand was encamped at liarbourville, New 
Kent county, on Tuesday night. 

Gunboats are reported In the James River 
and Cbickabominy. Our troops in the Pen- 
insula arc said to have fallen back to avoid 
teing taktn on the flank from the navigable 
witter. 

New York, June 15. 

The brig Arabella, from Aspinwall, arrived 
this morning. She reports she was boarded 
by the pirate Toemy, on the 12th, in latitude 
38° 20", longitude 74° 30', taken as a prize, 
and released on a bond of $40,000 to tbe priate 
Captain. He intended to destroy all vessel', 
and reported having destroyed two on the 
12tb, and sent their crews to Philadelphia. 

Ciiaubkhsbcru, June 15. 

Lieutenant Palmer has just returned from 
Greencastle, and bad to fight his way out two 
miles this side that place. He reports tbe 
enemy advancing in three columns, one to- 
wards Waynesboro and Gettysburg, one di- 
rect to Chambersburg, a»d one towards Mer- 
cersburg and Cave Mountains. It is not 
known whether they will proceed in short 
columns or concentrate. 

Matsvili.e, Kv., June 15. 
Some 250 mounted reb-ls dashed into this 
place last evening, capturing Government 
horses, arms, kc. At daylight this morning 
they robbed a number of stores of large 
amounts of goods, and afterwards left in the 
direction of Big Sandy. 

Balumork, June 15. 
Ger. Miiroy was suirounded at Winchester 
by 18,000 rebels, but, alter a desperate fight, 
he cut bis way through and urtited with our 
forces at Harper's Ferry. Our forces at Mar- 
tinsburg have also fallen back on Harper's 
Ferry. 

Philadelphia, June 15. 
The New York 7th have offered their ser- 
vices to aid in resisting the invasion of Penn- 
sylvania, and expected to leave for JlArrisburs 
to-morrsw.

armies go to extend the blessings of the Fed- 
eral Constitntion, which was itself founded on 
the necessities of commerce.

Philadelphia, June 15.. 

The Kvening Bulletin publishes the follow- 
ing newsfrom despatches rtceWeial the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad Company's office: 

A despatch received to-day from Bolton's 
Station, on the Northern Central Railroad, 
jays that Gen. Tyler had retreated from Mar- 
tinsburg at 8 o'clock last evening, and t'jat our 
force at Winchester had probibly been cap- 
tured yesterday, as the enemy is in force, prob- 
ably 10,000 strong, at Hagerstown. The des- 
patch adds that the danger is great, as the en- 
emy is advancing in heavy force. 

A private despatch states that the rebels ap- 
peared near Chambersburg this morning, and 
it is probable that the place has already been 
occupied by them. 

New York, June 15, 

A Panama letter states that the Captain of 
the American sloop George Green reports he 
saw a ship on fire about Cape Horn and pre- 
pared to run down to her assistance, when he 
discovered a steamer with the rebel Hig bear- 
ing down for him. Another large American 
ship appeared when the George Green escaped. 
It is thought the steamer was the British 
steamer Fisiguma, bound to San Francisco. 

Captain Lambert, of tbe whaling schooner 
King Fisher, slates that vessel was captured 
and burned by the pirate Alabama, March 23, 
in latitude 20° north, longitude 26° 20' Vest. 
After stating the facts, the Captain gives a 
long card ot admiring thanks to the pirate9 
for treating him decently while aboard. 

Albany, June 15. 

The Governor received to-day a telegram 
from Washington, calling tor 20,000 militia 
immediately. The Governor has summoned 
the several Major-Generals of the State mili- 
tia to Albany for consultation, and taken 
steps for the rapid organization, that he can 
bring out 5,000 without delay. The General 
commanding tbe 8th division promises 2,000. 
A draft will bo made under the State law to 
fill to the maximum number all the militia 
regiments in the State, and from these the 
20,000 will be supplied. They are called to 
serve six month, and will be credited to the 
State as three years' men. Vnder the im- 
pending national draft they are to serve with- 
out Suite or national bounty. 

MuRFREssBoao. June 15. 

The Memphis Appeal of the 11th reports 
Kirby Smith's movements to Millikea's Bend 
on the authority of a gentleman from Jack- 
son. He states that Smith started up tho 
Tensas on Thursday week (the absence of 
General Banks from Teche county rendering 
the movement a safe cne). and from upper 
Tensas to Milliken's Bend could be easily 
made. The Appeal credits the report. 

Philadelphia, Juue 15. 

A despatch from Greencastle, Pa , dited 
10:30 this morning, reports as follows: 

Our troops are now passing here in their re- 
treat from Hagerstown to Chambersburg. Ha- 
gerstown has been evacuated. All the rolling 
stock of the Railroad and all the stores have 
been removed. Rumor fixes the rebel force 
at 10,000, but it Is probably exaggerated. 

Harrisbtrg, June 15. 
To Wm. G. Thomas, Philadelphia: 

The President calls for 100,000 men for a 
term of not exceeding six months- all men so 
raised are to be credited to the draft. Gen. 
Lee's army is approaching in force. We must 
have men immediately to check him. Can 
you not raise a force at once.

RESOLUTIONS 
Adopted by the Democratic State Convention 
at Columlue, Ohio, on the Mth of June, 
lHX*3—l'iat/orm ol the Democracy of Onto. 

PRUAMULB. 

TLie Democratic party haa Pv'or been, ani 
yet is, a law-abiding party. It asks notbinsj 
Lut its rights under the Cnns'ilution and the 
laws. It resorts to no riolation of either; it 
countenances no violation of either. It his a 
right to all the guarantees of public and pri- 
vate liberty, and of property, contained ia our 
fundamental laws, and.it will surrender not 
or.e of them. It has the right to discuss pub- 
lic measures, and will discuss them. It has 
th« right to propose and advocate that policy 
•which it deems best for the nation, and it will 
exercise that right. It has a right to have its 
Dclicy passed upon by the people at peaceable 
iind untrauimeled elections, and it will main- 
tain that right. If found in a minority, it 
yields obedience to all lawfnl rule of the mv 
jority; if it be the majority itself, it claims 
iliat it's lawful will be respected. Whether in 
a mf-jority or minority, it obeys all laws that 
are in force. Those that it dislikes it seeks to 
overthrow, not by violence, but by a legiti- 
mate repeal. Those that it proposes, it seeks 
to carry, not by force, but by legal enactment. 
And what it does in all these respects, it de- 
mands, and has a right to demand, that all 
others shall do. They ow« the sums obedience 
to the Constitution and the laws that Demo- 
crats owe. They have the same interest to 
maintain free government, to protect liberty, 
to be secure in their houses, persons, and prop- 
erty, that Democrats have. It ia neither their 
interest cor ours that despotism or anarchy 
should prevail; and if they wish to avert 
both, let them Bee to it in time that they give 
no occasion for either. We will do our duty; 
let them remember to do theirs. 

In view of the circumstances that hare 
brought us together, we hereby resolve: 

B1SOLUTION3. 

1. That the will of the people is the foun- 
dation of all free government. That to give 
effect to this will, free thought, free speech, and 
a free press are absolutely indispensable. 
Without free discussion there is so certainty 
of sound judgment; without sound judgment 
there can be no wise government. 

2. That it is an inherent and constitutional 
right of the people to discuss all measures of 
their government, and to approve or. disap- 
prove, as to their best judgment seems right. 
That they have a right to propose and advo- 
cate that policy which in their judgment is 
best, and to aigue and vote against whatever 
policy seems to them to violate the constitu- 
tion, to impair their liberties, or be detrimen- 
tal to their welfare. 

3. That these and all other rights, guaran- 
teed to them by their constitutions, are their 
rights in time of war as well as in time of 
peace, and of far more value and necessity in 
war than in peace. For in peace liberty, se- 
curity, and prosperity are EeWom endangered; 
in war they are ever in peril. 

4. That we now say to all whom it may 
cencern, not by way of threat, but calmly 
and firmly, that we will n >t surrender these 
rights nor submit to their forcible violation. 
W e will obey the laws ourselves, and all oth- 
(rs must obey them. 

5. That there is a manifest difference be- 
tween the Administration of the Government 
and the Government itself. The Government 
consists of the civil and political institutions 
created by the Constitution, and to it the peo- 
ple owe allsgiance. The Administration ari 
but the agents of the psople, subject to their 
approval or condemnation, according to the 
merit or demerit of their acts. 

6. That in the exercise of the right to dif- 
fer with the Federal Exerutive, we enter our 
toltmn protest against the proclamation of 
the President of the United States, dated the 
first day of January, one thousand eight hun- 
dred and sixty-three, by which he assumes 
to emancipate slaves in certain States, hold- 
ing the same to be unwise, unconstitutional, 
and void. 

7. That we declare our determined opposi- 
tion to a system of emancipation by the States, 
upon compensation to be made out of tho 
Treasury of the United States, as burdensome 
upon the people, unjust in ite very nature, and 
wholly without warrant ot the Constitution. 

8. That we declare that the power which 
has recently been assumed by the President 
of the United States, whereby, under gniss of 
military necessity, he has proclaimed and ex- 
tended — or asserts the right to proclaim or ex- 
tend — martini law over States whore war does 
not exist, and has suspended the writ of ha- 
beas corpus, is unwarranted by the Constitu- 
tion, and its tendency is to subordinate civil 
to military authority, and to subvert our sys- 
tem of free government. 

9. That we deem it proper further to declare 
that we, together with the truly loyal p»ople 
of the State, will hail with pleasure and de- 
light nny manifestations of a desire on the 
part of the seceded States to return to their al- 
legiance to the Government of th<! Union, and 
in such event we would cordially and earnest- 
ly co-one ritle, with them in the r*un/.r*r;.M» <,t 
peace una tjo procurement of such proper 
guarantees as would give security to all their 
interests and rights.- 

10. That the soldiers composing our armies 
merit the warmest thanks of the nation. Their 
country called and nobly did they respond. 
Living, they shall know a nation's gratitude; 
wounded, a nation's rue; and dj iu:, r . i'i-v 
rtinlt live. *n- rm» vwwsta»ax»«s*ls>v*-reTr:i u mull fl 
shall be raised to teach posterity to honor the 
patriot* and heroes who offered their lives at 
their countiy's altar. Thsir widows and or- 
phans shall be adopted by the nation, to be 
watched over and cared for as objects truly 
worthy ana'ioo s guardianship. 

11. That Ohio will adhere to the Constitu- 
tion and the Union as the best, it may be the. 
last, hope of popular freedom, aad" for all 
wrongs which may have been committed or 
evils which may exist, will seek redress, under 
the Ccnstitution and within the Union, by the 
peaceful but pownrful agency of the suffrages 
of a free people. 

12. That we hail with pleasure and hope 
the manifestations of conservative sentiment 
emocg the people of the Northern Slates in 
their elections, and regard the same as the 
earnest of a good purpose upon their part to 
co-operate with ail other laval citiisens in giv- 
ing security to the rights of evory section, and 
maintaining the Union and the Constitution 
as they were orduined by the founders of the 
Republic. 

13. That whenever it becomis practicable 
to obtain a Contention of all or three fourths 
of the States, such body should b-? onvened 
lor the purpose of proposing euch ardeadm»n'9 
to the tederal Constitution as experience hsg 
proved to be necessary to maintaiu that in- 
ttrument in the spirit and meaning intend*! 
by its founuen, and to provide against future 
convulsions and wars. 

14. Thut we will earnestly support every 
constitutional measure tending to preserve the 
union of the States. No men have a greater 
interest in its preservation than we have; none 
desire it more; there are none who will make 
gi eater sacrifices or endure more than we will 
to accomplish that end. We are, as we ever 
have been, the devoted friends of the Consti- 
tution and the Union, and we have no sym- 
pathy with the enemies of either. 

15. That the arrest, imprisonment, pretended 
trial, and actual banishment of Clement L. 
Vallandigham, a citiien of the State of Ohio, 
not Vselocging to the land or naval forces of 
the United States, nor to the militia in actual 
service, by alleged military authority, for no 
other preteEded crime than that of uttering 
words ot legitimate criticism upon the con. 
duct of the Administration in power, and of" 
appealing to the ballot-box for a chanire of 
policy— (said arrest and military trial taking 
place where the courts of law are op«n and 
unobstructed, and for no act done within the 
sphere of active military operations in carry- 
ing on the war)— we regard as a palpable 
violation of the following provisions of the 
Constitution of the United States: 

1. "Congress shall make no law » * • 
abridging the freedom of speech or of the 
prees, or the right of the people peiceably to 
assemble, an I to petition the Government for 
a redress of grievances. 

2. "The right of the people to be secure in 
their persons, houses, papers, and effects 
against unreasonable searches and seizures, 
shall not be violated, and no warrant shall 
issue but upon probable cause, supported by 
oath or affirmation, and particularly describ- 
ing the place to he searched and the ptrsous 
or things to be seized. 

3. "No person shall be hell to answer 
for a capital or otherwise infamous crime, 
unless in a presentment or indictment of a 
Grand Jury, except in cases arising in this 
iand or naval forces, or in the militia when 
in actual service in time of war or public 
danger. 

4. "In all criminal prosecution?, the accused 
shall enjoy the right To a speedy and public 
trial by an impartial jury of the State and 
district wherein the crime shall have been 
committed, which district shall have been 
previously ascertained by law.' 1 

And we furthermore denounce said ar.-est, 
trial, and banishment as a direct insult offer- 
ed to the sovereignty of the people of Ohio 
by whose organic law it is declared that "no 
person shall be transported out of the State 
for any offence committed within the same." 

10. That Clement L. Vallandigham was at 
the time of his arrest a prominent candidate 
for nomination by the Democratic party of 
Ohio for the office of Governor of the State; 
that the Democratic party was fully compe- 
tent to dee'de whether he was a fit man for 
that nomination, and that the attempt to de- 
prive them of that right by his arrest and 
banishment, was on unmerited imputation 
upon their intelligence and loyalty, as well as 
a violation of the Constitution. 

17. That w e respectfully, but most earnestly, 
call upon the President of the United States 
to restore Clement L. Vallandigham to his 
home in Ohio; and that a committee of one 
from each Congressional District of the Stato, 
to be selected by the presiding officer of this 
convention, is hereby appointed to pjrc£uat 
this application to the President. 

18. That the thanks of this convention are 
U-f'*) tendered to Horatio Seym jut, Gover- 



nor of the State of New York, for his noble 
letter in relation to tho arrest of Mr. Vallan- 
digham. and lie President of thi3 convention 
is hereby directed to communicate a copy of 
this resolution to Governor Seymour. 

19. That the establishment of a military 
government over the loyal States, whore war 
does not exist, to supersede the civil SntSOTi- 
ties and suppress the freedom of speech and 
of the pres3, and_to interfere with the elective 
franchise, is not only subversive of the Con- 
stitution and the sovereignty of the States, 
but the actual inauguration of revolution. 

20. That it is the sworn duty of the Gov- 
ernor of the State to protect her citizens in 
the enjoyment and exercise of all their con- 
stitutional rights; and we have beheld with 
deep humiliation and regret, not only the 
failure of David Tod, Governor of Ohio, to 
perform that duty, but, what is still worse, his 
active participations in the violation of those 
rights. 

21. That wo denounce as traitors to tho 
country the Abolition Jacobins who are seek- 
ing to bring about civil war in the loyal 
States, with the view of turning, if possible, 
the bayonets of the army against the breasts 
of the fathers, Mothers, and friends of the sol- 
diers, and subjecting those States to a mili- 
tary surveillance and dominion. 

22. That we denounce, M libellers of the 
Democratic party and enemies of their coun- 
try, the men who are engaged in representing 
the Democratic party as wanting in sympathy 
with our soldiers in the field. It is a base 
slander upon human nature to assert that the 
Democrats, who have hundreds of thousands 
of brothers and sons in the array, do not sym- 
pathizewith them — and it is an outrage upon- 
the Democratic party, that has always stood 
by the country, to assert that it is not the 
friend of its gallant defenders. 

23. That the conduct of Brigadier General 
Mason, the Military Commandant at Colum- 
bus, and of the officer commanding the Pro- 
vost Guard, in preventing all appearance of 
military restraint upon the proceedings of this 
Convention show that they have a just appre- 
ciation of the Constitution of their country 
and the rights of the people; and that they 
are wise and patriotic officers — and that their 
conduct on this occasion is in striking contrast 
with the contrary conduct of the military au- 
thorities upon the occasion of the late Demo- 
cratic meeting at Indianapolis. And we take 
pleasure in expressing our confidence in Gen. 
Maeon and the officers and soldiers under his 
command. 

The Convention then adjourned, with three 
chefrs for the nominees, three for the Cjnsti- 
tution, andihreo for the Union.
